Luxemburg would not seem from its size and

BuJ. its position with reference to 
iho other nations of Europe has been vital in the 
past and, however hopes may run, there is no as- 
surance that it will not be vital in the future. 
Under the pre-war alignment of European na- 
tions Luxemburg was almost the "pivot'' on 
which ihe "balance of power" was maintained. 


As near as military experts could figure out, 


in case of a war between Germany and France an 
attack would have io be made by the forces of- 
either power somewhere between Verdun and 
Luxemburg border. Ally observers were not will- 
ing to accuse Germany of being ready to repudi- 
ate all treaties and the law of nations; hence 
they did not suspect an invasion by way of'Bel- 
gium. 
But they were not altogether sure of 


Luxemburg. The government of that little coun- 
try was notoriously pro-German—dominated in 
fact by German interests—and might be expected 
to place itself at the disposalof the Prussian-mil- 
itary machine.

character. 
The chief also criticises 


the low water pressure with which 
the department was forced to fight 
the fire, saying that the force of the 
water is entirely inadequate to the 
city's needs. 


CATTLE BCHXED. 


The fire made a clean sweep of 
the sheds and corrals. 
When the 


flames 
were discovered 'and 
the 


alarm turned in it was found that 
the sheep and cattle were huddled 
in the center of the corrals, com- 
pletely 
surrounded 
by sheets 
of 


flame, and it was impossible to do 
anything toward rescuing them,, al- 
though the firemen made heroic ef- 
forts to release the screaming ani- 
mals. 
Many of the animals wore 


burned to a crisp before the eyes 
of the men attempting to rescue 
them. 
Others were smothered 
by 


the smoke that rose in dense clouds, 
completely obscuring the writhing 
mass of frightened 
stock as they 


perished miserably in the sheets of 
flame that swept over them. 


Tho fire had gained such head- 


way when the department arrived 
that little or no progress could be 
made aff:iin«t it. The Berkeley and 
Oakland departments were appealed 
to and only after a hard fight, par- 
ticipated in by 
all three depart- 


ments, was the fire checked and 
kept from spreading to surrounding 
property. 


PRESSURE UGHT, 


Chief 
Elliott Whitehead of 
the 


Oakland department, who answered 
Jho 
call 
for 
helo. 
this morning 


stated that he could see no indica- 
tions of incendiarism, but that his 
men arrived too late to be able to 
nidge as to the circumstances. 
"It 


was a hot fire," said Chitef White- 
head. "The Emeryville boys nut up 
a good fight, but the flames had too 
much of a start when the alarm was 
sounded to enable them to make an 
effective fight." 


Chief Culver Is very emphatic in

There are ten blocks of valuable 
industrial property in this section 
that are in constant danger of beim;

Bay Fog Plays 


Pranks but It 
Does No Harm 


Fog slipped down and lay- 


like a heavy gray curtain on 
the whole of the hay region 
tliis 
morning. 
Aside 
from 


playing 
pranks 
with 
time 


schedules and intcrnrban traf- 
fic, it did no serious damage. 
It was the season's record for 
fog. Not in several years has 
the hay been visited with mists 
so dense and persistent. It de- 
scended before daylight and 
remained well into the mid- 
morning. Fog horns and bells 
protected the bay travel arid 
took passengers to San Fran- 
cisco with no more disaster 
than late marks. 
Continuous 


ringing of heils and blowing 
of whistles and 
tooting of 


horns 
with 
an 
occasional 


shout, suggesting a public cel- 
ebration, 
saved 
the 
early 


morning travelers in the city 
from injury. 


Cross-town 
cars 
over-ran 


street crossings and patrons 
had difficulty in stopping the 
cars, headlights not piercing 
the fog sufficiently for motor" 
men to see them until within 
fifteen or twenty feet of them. 
Slippery rails gave trouble to 
car crews and slippery streets 
sent fear to the hearts of the 
auloists. 
In 
places 
gutters 


could 
not he 
distinguished 


from the car tracks. Those 
who chose to walk recalled 
stories of London fogs when 
people went 
in circles and 


stopped at corners to get their 
hearings.

crashed together, demolishing 
the fronts of each hut not in- 
juring any one. Only the car 
crews were aboard, when they 
telescoped at the Standard Oil 
terminal.

tory" where incendiary bombs were 
made for use in the destruction 
of 


tens of thousands of dollars' worth 
of property hi the San JoaQuin val- 
ley, was revealed today by the testi- 
mony of- Elbert Coutts, one of the 
defendants in the I. 
ttr. 
\V. con- 


spiracy cases now on trial in Sac- 
ramento. 


Coutts told of having- served a. sen- 


tence In San QuenLin for burglary 
committed in Alameda county, and of 
how after his release 
he 
ucquti-ed 


the habit of "loafing" around the I. 
W. W, headquarters in Oakland, and 
there "aiding in the assembling- of 
incendiary bombs" 
which 
lie 
.said 


were later taken to an ark in the 
San Joaquin river neair Stockton for 
use in the campaig-n of 
destruction 


which was carried on .like a reign of 
terror throughout tho Interior 
for 


months in 1917. 


At about the time that Coutts tes- 


tified lie was engaged in manufac- 
turing bombs in the Oakland head- 
quarters of the I. \V. W., the Oakland 
authorities wore quoted as saying: 


"Nothing has happened to cause 


any direct belief that the incendiary 
plot will extend to this city. 
The f. 


W. "MV.'s'have not a very strong foot- 
ing In Oakland, nor anywhere else 
in Alameda county. However, every 
precaution is being 
taken 
by 
the 


police department and the 
sheriff's 


office to prevent the least chance of 
a start in any such conspiracy." 


There was talk 
of 
"prosecuting" 


the soldiers and sailors, who laughed 
at the police "on duty near the 1. \v. 
W. headquarters" and wrecked 
the 


bomb factory, and the city was fined 
550 by a. justice of the peace because 
of the damage done, it being shown 
to the satisfaction of the judge that 
the police, "although on duty 
near 


the place and present while the raid 
was going on," did nothing to .stop 
the destruction. ' 


The soldiers and sailors 
cleaned 


the place out and hnilt a bonfire of 
the furniture, including a piano. The 
raid was in retaliation of the action 
of members of the 1. W. W.'s. who, 
according to soldiers in the raiding 
party, had frequently seized soldiers 
and sailors, escorted them to icrry- 
boats and toici them there was no 
room for men in uniform in Oak- 
land. 


One of tho bombs made in the 


Oakland "factory" wag discovered at 
about tho time of 
the 
incendiary 


activities in Martinez, underneath a 
pile of sacks of barley. 
It 
was a 


glass tube containing a mixture of 
phosphorus and 
carbon 
bisulphide. 


The pile of barley 
contained 
fifty 


thousand tons of grain, the attempt- 
ed destruction of which was me con- 
tribution of these people to the suc- 
cess of American arms. 


The bomba made in Oakland were 


shipped to the ark in the San Joaquin 
river near Stockton, the headquar- 
ters of Robert Connellan, who, au- 
cording to Federal authorities, 
has 


been responsible for the destruction 
of millions of dollars' worth of crops 
und property. 
The fires caused by 


him in South Dakota, according 
to 


Federal reports, destroyed $18,000,- 
000 worth of grain. 


When Connellan was arrested and 


his ark raided, many bombs 
were 


found, together with a German bomb 
manual and other incriminating ma- 
terials and documents.
